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“Was Jesus Divine 


Positive Evidence Proves the Fact

Text: Isa, 7:14, “Therefore the 
Lord himself shall give you a sign; 
Behold, a virgin shall conceive, 
and bear a son.” 


There are many who deny the 
virgin birth of Jesus. To do so is 
to say that He was begotten by a 
carnal commandment and His 
father was earthly and He was not 
the divine Son of God. This is a 
question of supreme importance. 
How do we know for an absolute 
certainty that Jesus was the true 
Messiah? How can we be sure that 
He was that promised one, the one 
sent of God? A merely human 
Christ cannot save us. Therefore, 


@yree questions are of supreme im- 


portance to every soul. God’s Mes- 
siah is the world’s Redeemer; this 
promised deliverer is the only Sav- 
iour for this lost and sinful world. 
John 8:24, “I said therefore unto 
you, that ye shall die in your sins: 
for if ye believe not that I am he, 
ye shall die in your sins.” There- 
fore all our hopes for salvation, all 
our expectations of a future life in 
that better world, depend on find- 
ing the right one. 


The True Messiah 
Christ declared Himself to b>? 
the Messiah. John 4:26, Jesus said 
unto her (the Samaritan woman) 


I that speak unto thee am _ he.” 
Was His claim true or false? On 
what is our faith in His Messiah- 
ship founded? We should be able 
to bring forth incontestable _ evi- 
dence to substantiate this impor- 
tant truth. How may we know that 
His claim was right, that He was 
God’s Christ. We find in Acts 18 
28 that Apollos mightily convinced 
the Jews, and that publicly, show- 
ing by the Scriptures that Jesus 
was Christ. The true Christ must 
be the Christ of the prophets, and 
thus it was that the apostles 
proved that the Jesus born of the 
virgin Mary is the Christ. To the 
prophecies the apostles continualiy 
appealed when they preached the 
gospel in the first century of the 
Christian era. Many things have 
been written concerning Him in 
the law of Moses, in Psalms, and 
on the scrolls of the _ prophets. 
Acts 10:43. “To him give all the 
prophets witness (why), that thru 
his name whosoever believeth in 


him shall receive remission of 
sins.” 


From the manger in Bethlehem 
to the cross on Golgotha, many 
important acts are foretold in pro- 
phecy, which the disciples used, 
and which are surer than heaing, 
or even eyesight. 2 Peter 1:16-21,

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“The testimony of prophecy is 
more sure than the statement of 
one risen from the dead.” Luke 
16:31, “‘And he said unto him, If 
they hear not Moses and the pro- 
phets, neither will they be per- 
suaded though one rose from the 
dead.” 
His Birth 

The Messiahship of Jesus on 
earth is so plainly given in the 
Old Testament that a good biog- 
raphy may be obtained from _ it 
alone. Who can be but over- 
whelmed with an awe at such won- 
derful foreknowledge? Let us look 
at His biography. A biographer, 
writing the account of a person’s 
life, usually begins with a state- 
ment regarding the time and place 
of the individual’s birth. We will 
also begin at this place. Micah 5: 
2, “But thou, Bethlehem Ephratah, 
though thou be little among the 
thousands of Judah, yet out of 
thee shall come he forth unto me 
that is to be ruler in Israel; whose 
goings forth have been from of 
old, from everlasting.” This pro- 
phecy was written about B. C. 710. 
In this prophecy you will note that 
seven hundred years before Jesus 
was born the prophet pointed out 
the very town in which the Mes- 
siah from God would appear, that 
one whose going forth was from 
the days of eternity. Was this 
prophecy fulfilled? Almost any 
child can tell you that Jesus Christ 
was born in Bethlehem, the very 
town pointed out by Micah more 
than 700 years’ before His 
birth. Now Joseph and Mary were

REDS’ ACTIVITY IN AMERICA 

The Pathfinder states that facts 
recently uncovered by the house 
committee on un-American activi- 
ties, make it impossible to any 
longer follow the old American 
policy of ignoring all threats 
against our government. Revela- 
tions of intense communistic ac- 
tivity have caused considerable 
concern in government circles and 
demands have been made for leg- 
islation to provide a weapon 
against the subversive forces. Tes- 
timony produced before the above 
mentioned committee by both 
army and naval officers reveal 
that communism is thrusting at 
the American government in the 
same manner as characterized its 
overthrow of the old Russian 
regime. It is attempting to 
undermine the military forces 
and other units of a _ nation- 
al defense system. This assault 
against our government is not car- 
ried out on hit-or-miss lines. It is 
a well ordered attack by well or- 
ganized forces. Latest estimates 
say there are 1,000,000 active Reds 
in this country and 2,500,000 more 
sympathizers. During 1933 over

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Our Bible “Graining Schools

For now nineteen years we have 
had a growing and successful Bi- 
ble Training School located in the 
city of Cleveland, Tenn. It started 
with a very small number of pu- 
pils which has increased from year 
to year. J. H. Walker, superinten- 
dent of education, stated a few 
days ago that the present term 
had an enrollment of 255 students, 
only 80 of these were enrolled 
in the Music Normal. This still 
leaves the Bible Training School 
itself a class of 174 students. Some 
of these, of course, had to return 
home on account of sickness and 
other unavoidable reasons. There 
remains, however, about 150 stu- 
dents who are receiving the bene- 
fits of the full term. There will be 
a very nice graduating class at the 
end of the school period which 
closes March 29th. 


The present superintendent of 
the school has served a period of 
five years, during which time the 
school has onstantly increased in 
its enrollment. There has also been 
added a Music Normai under the 
able leadership of Prof. Otis L. 
McCoy, which has proved to be a 
great blessing to those who have 
been privileged to attend. Such 
subjects as were deemed wise and 
practical by the superintendent of 
the school have been made a part 
of regular studies until the school 
has been able to present a_ well 
balanced curriculum in practical, 
Biblical as well as spontaneous 
theology. 


Several hundred graduates have 
gone out into the different evan- 
gelistic fields. Many of these are 
now serving as pastors, and some 
as state overseers, proving them- 
selves both efficient and success- 
ful. In my conversation with Prof. 
J. H. Walker last week he coun- 
selled me that he was making a 
desperate effort to lengthen the 
school here incident to placing it 
on an accredited basis for the pur- 
pose of securing credits in the 
event students desire to go to 
other accredited schools after at- 
tending here. The present teaching 
staff meets such requirements as 
in my opinion are wise and effici- 
ent. They are both talented and 
consecrated. 


A Trained Ministry 


The world needs a trained min- 
istry today of both men and wom- 
en who have been baptized with 
the Holy Spirit and the power 
from on high. When I speak of a 
trained ministry I do not refer to 
“wise-cracks,”’ “top-heavy’’, or 
egotistical ejaculators, but rather 
to those persons who have corn- 
plied with St. Paul’s injunction, to 
“Study to show thyself approved 
unto God, a workman that needeth 
not to be ashamed, rightly divid- 
ing the word of truth.” 2 Tim. 2: 
15. Rightly divide means to dis- 
sect or to cut a straight path thru. 
It has the idea of placing each 
scripture in its proper place so 
that there are no conflicts nor 
stumblingblocks in our theology. 
To meet the onslaught of the 
worldly-wise and cunning crafti- 
ness of men whereby they lie in 
wait to deceive, I am forced to em- 
phasize the necessity for a trained 
ministry. 


The minister who must go out 
into the highways and hedges and 
into the thickest of the fight, must 
be able, by his knowledge of the 
Word of God and by the endue- 
ment of the Holy Spirit, to resist 
the mouths of gainsayers. There 
is a difference in the minister’s 
positions today and as it was in 
apostolic times. Those ministers 
bore witness to a fact and thus 
treated revealed religion. They 
were, however, inspired to lay the 
foundation of the working princi- 
ple of the gospel thru inspiration 
of the Holy Spirit. Theirs was a 
new revelation. We have not a new 
revelation from which we minister 
as was the case with them, but we 
are dependent upon a_ working 
knowledge and a view that will 
harmonize with apostolic or re- 
vealed religion. Therefore, the ne- 
cessity for study is made the more 
apparent that we may speak where 
the Bible speaks and be _ silent 
when it is silent that our opposers 
may learn to respect and _ so re- 
gard it as the Word of Truth. 

There was a school of the proph- 
ets in olden times which served 
to train those whom God had 
called to the prophetical office. 
There was also a college in Jeru- 
salem opened by Hillel, a Jew. 
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among the Pharisees and where 
St. Paul was educated at the feet 
of Gamaliel, grandson of Hillel. 

The Bible Training School has a 
unique place and ministry to ful- 
fill in The Church of God. God has 
set in the Church “teachers” (Eph. 
4:11) for the purpose of training, 
by means of instruction, those 
who are immature, that they 
might benefit by the knowledge of 
the elder. We have long looked 
upon the Bible Training Schools 
as being the hot-bed of evange- 
lism and the source from which 
must come men armed with the 
Sword of the Spirit, who are cap- 
able of dealing with the giants of 
modernism. 

Northwest Bible Training School 

As was provided by our last 
General Assembly, at the request 
of Paul H. Walker, overseer of 
North and South Dakota, Monta- 
na, Saskatchewan, the Northwest 
Bible Training School and Music 
Academy opened its doors for in- 
struction in music and certain the- 
ological lectures and discourses 
Jan. Ist, which lasted for a per- 
iod of six weeks. The short term 
may be accounted for due to the 
fact that its founder did not origi- 
nally plan a school for the past 
winter. The Northwest  superin- 
tendent of education, F. W. Lem- 
ons, stated, however, that they 
were very agreeably surprised 
when 51 students presented them- 
selves for enrollment at the open- 
ing date, which later augmented to 
seventy-five. I am made to apprec- 
iate greatly the effort of our es- 
teemed Brother Paul H. Walker, 
who in his aggressive, evangelistic 
ministry, having seen the need of 
the school in the great Northwest, 
has pressed forward, facing diffi- 
culties, discouragement and oppo- 
sition, with an uncompromising 
spirit, intent upon having a Bible 
Training School in his constituen- 
cy. His determination has devel- 
oped into a state of fact, which, 
tho in its embryo state, must evi- 
dently be to him a source of great 
joy. 

Brother Lemons as_ previously 
mentioned was, by those “powers 
that be,” chosen as superintendent 
of education. We know him to bea 
very alert, wide-awake, fearless, 
spiritual, and determined minister 
of the gospel. We can conceive of 
no other result than that this 
school shall become with the Bible 
Training School at Cleveland, a 
great success and “a diadem_ in 
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the hands of our God.” With such 
an enlarged constituency as The 
Church of God now has by way of 
membership and fields of labor, I 
see no reason why therez shouid be 
any cause for distraction of uppor- 
tunity from one school by , the 
presence of the other. We wish for 
the founder of this school and the 
superintendent of education every 
choice blessing and that their 
ministry, by way of spiritual gifts 
or elements, may become _ those 
rival powers that shall stir up in 
other ministers a like gift, tu the 
extent that they may become em- 
issaries of the Holy Spirit and of 
God in accomplishing His purpose 
in evangelism during a day of 
modernism. : 

The time has come when we 
need not only to trim our sails for 
an expectant trip thru the skies, 
but to enlarge our borders, going 
into every nook and corner of the 
world bearing the gospel of Jesus 
Christ. This task can best be ac- 
complished by those men and 
women who have been surrounded 
by prayerful and instructive at- 
mosphere as is found in our Bi- 
ble Training Schools. While we 
feel that the school here at Head- 
quarteis will always occupy the 
position of the hub, it remains that 
separate and apart from it there 
may spring up in various localities 
institutions of a like nature, that 
may accomplish in each respective 
vicinity a great work for Jesus 
Christ, and which may, by the im- 
portance of their position, become 
the spiritual hub or center of re- 
ligious activity in such precinct. 
We are not only a profound ad- 
mirer of our Bible Training 
Schools but stand ready to assist 
in any possible way the further- 
ance of the cause of which they 
are representative and we  our- 
selves are co-laborers.—Kditor.

Help “Wanted 


Who Will Answer the Call? 


“Therefore said He unto them, 
The harvest truly is great, but the 
labourers are few: pray ye there- 
fore the Lord of the harvest, that 
He would send forth labourers in- 
to His harvest.” Luke 10:2. 

The evangelistic side of the 
Church of God is certainly in need 
of laborers. Notice in the text the 
plea is for LABORERS, which of 
course, are the very opposite of 
loafers, hangers-on, etc. 


The word ‘laborers’ comes from 
the Greek, ‘ergates,’ which means 
a ‘toiler.’ Certainly the Lord of 
the harvest can use no other kind 
of workers except those who are 
not only willing to ‘toil,’ but it 
must be in the field which the 
harvest Master may choose for us, 
and not of our own choosing. 


One only need look for a little 
while to see that the great cause of 
the Master, to say nothing es- 
pecially of the Church of God, of 
how it is suffering for lack of con- 
secrated men of the Paul, Silas. 
and Barnabas type (Acts 15:25- 
27), who will step out at the com- 
mand of the Holy Ghost (Acts 13: 
1-3), and go where He says go 
(Acts 16:6-10), and not where 
they feel ‘led’ to go. It certainly 
makes one sick at heart to hear 
of so many who claim to ‘have 
been called of the Lord to _ the 
work of the ministry, and yet their 
chief concern seems to be the fi- 
nancial side of the call. Not so 
long since the writer received a 
card from a well known minister 
asking what we had to offer for a 
revival or revivals on our district. 
We replied that we had plenty of 
wide open spaces and many hun- 
gry hearts, but if the evangelists 
were looking for an easy place and 
big collections, they had _ better 
head the other way. Needless to 
say, we never heard from them 
anymore. Many others have writ- 
ten us expressing a desire to work 
with us here, but when they 
learned somewhat of the existing 
conditions, they must have “felt 
led” to go the other way, as we 
never heard any further from 
them. 


One naturally wonders where 
we, as a church, would be today, 


if we had had to depend on the 
type of laborers which we have to- 
day, generally speaking, to go be- 
fore us and blaze the trail as pio- 
neers until the church could get on 
a solid basis. 

Again we wonder, where or 
what has become of the old time 
Spirit and fire that filled the very 
bones of such men as Wesley, 
Spurgeon, Finney, and Moody, to 
say nothing of the pioneer trail- 
blazers of the Church of God, un- 
til they could face angry mobs 
with shotguns and bricks, sleep on 
the floors of church houses, live 
on cheese and crackers, or per- 
haps less, for days and days until 
they finally broke thru to victory. 
Well do we remember the stories 
of persecution and suffering which 
Brother J. B. Ellis told us while in 
Bible School, of the days of his 
early ministry. Nor was he alone. 
Many others we could name of 
whose sufferings we know, yet 
they counted not their lives dear 
unto themselves so that they 
might finish their course with joy. 
We wonder who is following in 
their steps? 

But some one will rise up and 
say, “Oh, you are just blue and dis- 
couraged. You should not criticize 
the ministry.” I rise to challenge 
both such statements. I am neither 
blue nor discouraged. No, a thou- 
sand times, No. I am only facing 
facts as they are. I well know, and 
I know the Lord well knows, that 
I can only do one man’s. work. 
And when I have gone to my field 
of labor, which I certainly did not 
choose for myself, seeking only to 
be in the will of the Lord and in co- 
operation and harmony with my 
state overseer, and have performed 
my daily tasks as unto the Lord, 
I know that He will not forget to 
give me my reward in that day. 
And this, I expect by His abundant 
grace to do; as the poet has said, 
“Do your best, do your best; Jesus 
makes up the rest, when you do 
your best.” My best may not be 
so great, but Jesus will make up 
the rest, if I but do my best. 

As for the criticism of the min- 
istry, I, myself, am a minister, tho 
I feel very much unworthy of the 
title. And I am sure that we have

crated and devoted men and wom- 
en in the ministry of any religious 
movement on the face of the earth 
today.

residing in the city of Nazareth, 
this is about seventy miles north oj 
Bethlehem. Under’ such circum- 
stances we should naturally ex- 
pect that Jesus would be born in 
Nazareth. But when the time came 
for this prophecy to be fulfilled 
Joseph and Mary were called froin 
their home in Nazareth to Bethle- 
hem by Caesar Augustus, and 
there Jesus was born, Luke 2: 1-7. 

How did Micah know this? Is it 
not wonderful to see that under 
the inspiration of God’s 
Ghost the prophet could look into 
the future seven hundred years 
and see that although Joseph and 
Mary were at Nazareth, yet at the 
time of the birth of Jesus they 
would be called to Bethlehem ta 
be taxed by a man who knew not 
God? Herod arrayed in king}; 
power against the fulfillment of 
the prophecies by consigning ail 
the children in Bethlehem to cru 
slaughter, hoping to destroy tl 
young Christ-child. But the wrath 
of this cruel king, hurled against 
the innocents of the city of Dav- 
id, simply fulfilled two definite 
specifications of prophecy and es- 
tablished more firmly the Mes- 
siahship of Jesus. These two pro- 
phecies are (1) Jeremiah 31:15, 
“Thus saith the Lord: a voice was 
heard in Ramah, lamentation, and 
bitter weeping; Rahel weeping fo: 
her children refused to be coin- 
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forted for her children, wecause 
they were not.” Did Herod not do 
this? Matthew 2:16-18, ‘Then 
Herod, when he saw that he was 
mocked of the wise men, was ex- 
ceeding wroth, and sent forth, and 
slew all the children that were in 
Bethlehem, and in all the coasts 
thereof, from two years old and 
under according to the time which 
he had diligently inquired of the 
wise men. Then was fuifilled that 
which was spoken by Jeremy the 
prophet, saying, In wes 
there a voice heard, lamentation, 
and weeping, and great mourning, 
Rachel weeping for her children, 


and would not be comforted, be- 
cause they are not.” Thus was ful- 
filled the prophecy of Jeremiah. 
(2) Hosea 11:1, “When Israel was 
a child, then I loved him. and 
called him, and called my son out 
of Egypt.” Was Jesus called out 
of Egypt? Matthew 2:15-15. We 
find where the angel of Lord 
showed Joseph in a dream to fle: 
into Egypt to escape Herod. Is 
that all? No. “That it might be 
fulfilled which was spoken of the 
Lord by the prophet, saying, Oui 
of Egypt have I called my son.” 
The Virgin Mary 
A biography usually tells some 

thing about the person’s ents. 
So the prophet Isaiah foretold sev- 
en hundred years before Christ 
was born, the following ncern- 
ing His mother. ‘The L him- 
self shall give you a sign: Behold, 
a virgin shall conceive, and bear a 
son, and shall call his ame Im- 
manuel,” Isaiah 7:14. In fulfill- 
ment of this prophecy it js a well 
known fact that Jesus was born o7 
the virgin Mary. You will note that 
this prophecy also foretold what 
kind of person Jesus would be. His 
name is called Immanuel, which is 
“God with us.” Then He was _ not 
to be merely a human Christ but 
a God-man. Some _ people find 
great difficulty in accepting the 
doctrine of the virgin birth of 
Christ, but when you note that th 


prophecy DECLARED beforehand 
that thus it would be, and remem- 
ber also that Bible prophecy is al- 
ways fulfilled with exactness, then 
it really becomes easy to believe 
the words of scripture recorded in 
Matthew 1:18-25. vv. 23, 24, “Now 
all this was done that it might be 
fulfilled which was spoken of the 
Lord by the prophet, saying, Be- 
hold a virgin shall be with child. 
and shall bring forth a and 


son, 


eo. 
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they shall call his name Immanuel, 
which being interpreted is God 
with us. Thus was fulfilled in the 
life of our Lord the prophecy of 
Isaiah 7:14. 
Messiah and His Work 

A biography always points out 
the work a man has done, and out- 
lines the principal events in his ca- 
reer by which he achieved a great 
name and place in history. Let us 
look at Isaiah 40:3, “The voice of 
him that crieth in the wilderness, 
Prepare ye the way of the Lord, 
make straight in the desert a high- 


way for our God.” Here Isaiah 
points out seven hundred years 
before Christ was born, that be- 


fore He began His work, someone 
would go before Him to prepare 
the way. Every Bible reader knows 
that this prophecy was _ literally 
fulfilled in the work of John the 
Baptist. In the first chapter of St. 
John we find the priests and Le- 
asking John, “Who art 
thou?” In verse 23 we read, “I am 
the voice of one crying in the wil- 
derness, Make straight the way of 
the Lora, as said the prophet 
in verse 29 we find, “The 


yites 


Esaias.”’ 
next day John seeth Jesus coming 
unto him, and saith, Behold th: 
Lamb of God, which taketh aways 
the sins of the whole world.” 
Again we must say a human 
Christ could not forgive sins, onl; 
(od can forgive sins, therefore Je 
sus was the God-man, the Son ot 
the living God. “‘Behold the lamb 
of God.” Brother, I must say with 
the heavenly host, Glory to God in 
the highest, Thank God for John 
5:16. Hallelujah! 


The very worn that Christ was 
to do was outlined in the prophe- 
cies hundreds of years before His 
birth. Let us look at Isaiah 61:1-2 


“The Spirit of the Lord God 
upon me; because the Lord hat! 
anointed me to preach good _ tid- 


ings unto the meek; he hath sei:t 
me to bind up the broken-hearted, 
to proclaim liberty to the captives, 
and the opening of the prison’ to 
them that are bound: to proclaim 
the acceptable year of the Lord 
and the day of vengeance of our 
God; to comfort all that mourn.” 
Was this prophecy’ fulfilled in the 
life of our Lord? Let us look at 
Luke 3:21-22, “Now when all the 
people were baptized, it came to 
pass, (what came to pass?) that 
Jesus also being baptized, and 
praying, (piaying for what?) the 
heaven was opened, and the Holy 
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Ghost descended in a bodily shape 
like a dove upon him, and a voice 
came from heaven, which said, 
Thou are my beloved Son; in thee 
I am well pleased.’”’ Brother, Jesus 
was praying for what He received, 
the Holy Ghost. It came_ to pass 
that the heavens were opened and 
that blessed Comforter who 
anoints men and women to preacii 
the gospel, descended upon the 
Lord to anoint Him eccording to 
Isaiah’s prophecy. 


Did He preach after He was 
anointed? Isaiah said he would 
Luke 4:15-22, “And he came to 


Nazareth, where he had _ been 
brought up: and as’ his custom 


was, he went into the synagogue 
on the Sabbath day, and stood up 


for to read. And there was deliv- 
ered unto him the book of the 
prophet Esaias. And when he had 
opened the book, he found the 
place where it was written, The 


Spirit of the Lord is upon me, be- 
cause he hath anointed me_ to 
preach the gospel to the poor; hi 
hath sent me to heal the broken- 
hearted, to preach deliverance to 
the captives, and recovering 0} 
sight to the blind, to set at liberty 
them that are bruised, to preach 
the acceptable year of the’ Lord. 
And he closed the book, and he 
gave it again to the minister, an 
sat down. And the eyes of all then 
that were in the synagogue wer 
fastened on him. And he began to 
say unto them, This day is this 
scripture fulfilled in your ears. And 
all bare him witness, and won- 
dered at the gracious words which 
proceeded out of his mouth. And 
they said, Is not this Joseph's 
son?” After the Lord had read this 
prophecy of Himself, and closed 
the book, notice He said, ‘This 
day is this scripture fulfilled in 
your ears.”” Why did He say il 
your ears? The next verse ex- 
plains this, how they bare witness 
to the gracious words which they 
heard. Never man spake like this 
man. Did He preach the accepta 
ble year of the Lord? We all know 
that Jesus in His ministry was 
continually doing this, even giving 
world-wide invitation of, “Come 
unto me, all ye that labour and are 
heavy laden, and I will give you 
rest.” Did the miracles follow? 
Brethren, John doubted when in 
prison, and Jesus said, “Go and 
show John again those things 
which you do hear and see: The 
blind receive their sight, and the 
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lame walk, the lepers are cleansed 
and the deaf hear, the dead are 
raised up, and the poor have the 
gospel preached unto them.” Tho 
this prophecy was fulfilled before 


their very eyes, yet they said, “Is 
not this Joseph’s son?” This 
proves more clearly that He was 
the true Messiah.

I say, “We can make it.” Some one 
has rightly said that when we 
have God with us, we are in the 
majority. In fact, God is a Major- 
ity since He represents the major 
part of any and all things good of 
whatever nature. 
The Start 

I left home nine days 
ping one night at Imperial, Calif., 
for meeting. Going on to Phoenix, 
three days were spent, during 
which time the Arizona state con- 
vention convened. { shared quai- 
ters with Brother Latimer at this 
place and God gave us one of the 
best meetings ever held in Arizona, 
and I believe the largest atten 
dance. Brother Tapley seemed to 
have God’s blessing and approvar 
upon him in a special way in pre- 
siding over the meeting. Brother 
Derry and his co-workers — surely 
know how to make folks feel wei- 
come. A great deal could be said 
about the convention but since 
others are to report on this gather- 
ing, I will pass it up at that. 

Arrival at the -Border 

Arriving at the Mexican border, 
one night was spent in Nogales 
Ariz., and as the government has 
as yet refused us a permit to open 
the church to the public, we held 
a meeting in a building on the 
American side, which is occupied 
jointly by the Methodists and Sal- 


ago, stop- 
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vation Army, the services being in 
Spanish. The Spirit was poured 
out in a special manner upon us 

Santa Ana is about seventy 
miles south of the border, in the 
district of Magdalena. It is a very 
old town with perhaps some two 
thousand inhabitants and is built 
up against low-lying hills of th 
desert country ‘covered with many 
varieties of cactus and stones a 
plenty, contrasting the green, fer- 
tile valley of the Magdalena river 
joined hard to the city on the other 
s'de to the west. 

We had a large company of be- 


lievers here until the shut-down 
came and the churches’ wer 
closed. The Communists have 


taken over the only church here, 
the Catholic. Diszguised under the 
name of the ‘“‘Agrarians,”’ who be- 
lieve in the equal division of prop- 
erty, especially lands, after dis- 
manteling, breaking, and burning 
the images from the church, they 
erected an improvised flag-staif 
upon the cross surmounting thi 
steeple, to which their red and 
black flag (which signifies blood- 
shed and death) was fastened with 
nails. 

Our visit here included a trip to 
the valley in the sub-tropical jun- 
gle where we baptized a number 
of believers. On my first trip here 
in 1932 the place seemed almost 
sacred as prayer was “want to be 
made.” Then I was on the back 
side of the desert near the old 
cemetery where I had stolen away 


to pray in the past. Some men 
were busy digging a grave fo: 
some one who had just passed 


away. I thought of all those pre- 
cious souls who in reality are dead 
(spiritually) yet living. As I knelt 
for prayer in the rocky bed of au 
“drv wash,» hedged about by 
thorns and cactus, I thought of 
how helpless a lone sheep wouid 
be leaving the fold for this thorny 
wav in the midst of the coyotes or 
wolves. Then on the other hand, 
how wonderful to think one may 
drink at the fountain which never 
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runs dry, and that the angels of 
God encamp about them that fear 
Him and deliver them. Rising up, 
I noticed a dry stick lying before 
me, to which was attached the 
empty shell of a cocoon from 
which a beautiful butterfly had 
just burst forth and was spread- 
ing its wings for the first flight in- 
to the new strange world. I 
thought of the Christian who is 
called to take up his abode in the 
adjoining city of the dead and of 
how he may rise up with the first 
blast of the trumpet and fly away 
upon the wings of the wind, going 
forth to explore the heavenlies 
and perhaps worlds unknown. 

My missionary work here’ con- 
sisted in visiting and praying with 
what few believers we could fing 
and encouraging them to go on 
with God. A visit to the gold min- 
ing works to see gold being 
washed and separated from the 
earth or sand was of interest. On: 
naturally would think of all the 
gold in the rough here, souls who 
need to be washed in the blood 
and separated from the ‘earth.’ 
the world of sin. Here I am lodged 
in the home of Senor Don Rafael 
Rivero, an aged believer who has 
deait very kindly with me. 

My next stop will be in Hermo- 
sillo, the state capital. My pi 
itinerary calls for a four months’ 
trip, which will include 
the republics of Guatemala

Some of us 
seem to possess the idea we have 
done God a great favor when we 
walk, or even ride, a few blocks or 
miles to church.

CHURCH GOING URGED

To the Sunday Schools in Ar- 
kansas: The Sunday School work 
in this state progressed beyond 
our expectation during the months 
of January and February.
